Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. I.— While ne­ 
gotiations looking to a settlement of 
the anthracite controversy are still in 
progress, 150,000 miners are idle. Last 
midnight the strike order went into 
effect 
The meeting of 
anthracite 
oper­ 
ators and miners with Governor Pin- 
chot adjourned last evening to meet 
again today. A pledge of secrecy was 
exacted from both parties by the gov­ 
ernor, but it is u n d ersto o d that a 
compromise proposal offered by Pin- 
chot following “qualified rejection’’ of 
the first suggestions has brought the 
m iners and operators together again. 
Meanwhile the strike is on. 
There 
has been no rescinding order issued 
to offset the suspension order sent 
out from Atlantic City. 
While both sides refuse to admit 
a compromise proposal Is being con­ 
sidered today, it is generally believed 
th at Governor Pinchot has succeeded 
in having the deadlocked owners and 
m iners get together on a coihmon 
basis a s suggested in his original pro­ 
posal. 
In their answer both sides indi­ 
cated 
that 
there 
was 
a 
common 
ground on which m atters could be 
referred again to the joint conference 
comihittee,. and it is understood that 
Governor Pinchot has persuaded the 
men to remain here and try to reach 
some sort of an agreement. 
By settling their differences, which 
now hinges chiefly on the wage in­ 
crease, it will be possible for the 
scale committees to ratify any agree­ 
m ent and prepare the mines for re­ 
sumption of work on Tuesday morn­ 
ing. *

ALASKA—THE GOAL OF A FATAL TRIP 


Alaska was the object of the late President Harding’s last1 
journey on earth, the goal of a fatal trip. 
To acquaint himself 
with the facts first hand, in order that he might handle important 
problems touching that territory induced the late President to visit 
that far-off land- What of Alaska? 
Fifty-six years ago 
Alaska, comprising 590,884 square 
miles of territory and perhaps o,0000 Russian trappers and Indian 


traders, was offered to the Unitel States by Baron Stoeckle, Rus­ 
sian minister to the United States. He offered it, anl'Russia came 
to the Uitel States at the instance of a European emperor who 
wished to strengthen our domination of this continent while sup­ 
plying his own money chest. 
Secretary of State Seward had a hostile and suspicious Con­ 
gress to deal with. 
The only favorable influence in Congress 
was the recollection that Russia’s emperor was friendy to the 
United 
States 
during the Civil war. 
Many members of both 


houses of Congress ridiculed the idea of paying more than seven 
million dollars for what they thought was a vast wilderness of 
rocks and ice, barren ani unproductive. 
The treaty by which the land was acquired was drawn up at 
night in the State department, and the document signed at 4 
ok ie ck in the morning. 
Charles Sumner put it through the Sen- 
at, Thaddeus Stevens secured the appropriation in the House. 
At first Alaska was leased by the government to a private 
company engaged in furs, fish and Arctic products. Within fifteen 
years after the purchase of the land Alaska yielded in fur, fisheries 
and gold about $15,000,000—twice the purchase price. 
Alaska today has a population of approximately 60,000—one- 
half white and one-half Indian and Eskimo- 
The wealth of the 
territory is estimated at more than a billion dollars 


The federal government has introduced the reindeer for food 
and export. The 1»3 OOO reindeer no ware valued at $2,300,Old) Fox 
flus bring $800,000 into the territory every year. Since the seai 
fisheries have been brought under control, the skins shipped an­ 
nually bring $1,000,000 into the territory. 
More than $70,000,000 is invested in Alaskan fisheries the 
products bringing in more than $42000,000 annually. The salmon 
alone brought in $37,COO,OOO last year. 
Since the discovery of gold in 1880, Alaska has produced 
$320,000,000 of the precious metal. Copper and other metals bring 
tho total yield of metals up to $460,000,000. The vail;.- of oal de­ 
posits cannot be estimated- It has ony just been touched.

I£03 — Twenty Years Ago—1923 


Alaska was the obiect. of the late President Harding’s last* 
journey on earth, the goal of a fatal trip. 
To acquaint himself 
with the facts first hand, in order that he might handle important 
problems touching that territory induced the late President to visit 
that far-off land- What of Alaska? 
Fifty-six years ago 
Alaska, comprising 590,884 square 
miles of territory and perhaps o,0000 Russian trappers and Indian j 
traders, was offered to the Unite! States by Baron Stoeckle, Rus- 
si an minister to the United Stafes. He offered it. anlRussia came 
to the Uitel States at the instance of a European emperor who 
wished to strengthen our domination of this contineu while sup­ 
plying his own money chest. 
Secretary of State Seward had a hostile and suspicious Con­ 
gress to deal with. 
The only favorable influence in Congress 
was the recollection that Russia’s emperor was friendv to the 
United States 
during the Civil war. 
Many members of both 
houses of Congress ridiculed the idea of paying more than seven 
million dollars for what they thought was a vast wilderness of 
rocks and ice, barren ani unproductive. 
The treaty by which the land was acquired was drawn up at 
night in the State department, and the document signed at 4 
okie ck in the morning. 
Charles Sumner put it through the Sen- 
at, Thaddeus Stevens secured the appropriation in the House. 
At first Alaska was leased by the government to a private 
company engaged in furs, fish and Arctic products. Within fifteen 
years after the purchase of the land Alaska yielded in fur, fisheries 
and gold about $15,000,000— twice the purchase price. 
Alaska today has a population of approximately 60.000—one- 
half white and one-half Indian and Eskimo- 
The wealth of the 
territory is estimated at more than a billion dollars 


The federal government has introduced the reindeer for food 
and export. The 98 OOO reindeer no ware valued at $2,300,090 Fox 
tips bring $800,000 into the territory every year. Since the seal 
fisheries have been brought under control, the skins shipped an­ 
nually bring $1,000,000 into the territory. 
More than $70,000,000 is invested in Alaskan fisheries the 
products bringing in more than $42000,000 annually. The salmon 
alone brought in $87,CIO,OOO last \’ear. 
Since the discovery of- gold in 1880, Alaska has produced 
$320,000,000 of the precious metal. Copper and other metals bring 
tho total yield of metals up to $460,000,000. The vail;-.- of oal de­ 
posits cannot be estimated- It has onv just been touched. 
When the lat* President Harding arrived in Alaska he found 
a vovemment-built and operated railroad about 640 miles long and 
nearly completed, representing a governrent investment of about 
$.36 000,080. 
To make this road a success, says the Secretary of 
the Interior, “there must be secured the development of coal and 
other mineral areas tributary to the railroad as well as utilization 
of the agricultural and grazing resources.” 
A main paved highway 37 miles long penetrates the interior; 
and moue roads are iii contemplation. 
Pulp and paper manufac­ 
turing enterprises are being launched and companies formed. 
Overfishing during the world war has demoralized the fisher­ 
ies of Alaska; conservation is needed. Abnormal runs mean half- 
supplied canneries a part of the year. More than 15,000 persons 
are employed in the Alaskan fisheries. 
Alaska, coal long locked up, is coming into large local use. The 
government is encouraging private enterprise, says the Secretary 
of the Interior.
